All the three Knights being thus inſtalled, the Officers of the Order con- 
duRted the Knights n= DJoun to their reſpefive Stalls, and making 
their uſual Obeyſances, went to their own Seat.

Viext he ſummon'd down the Junior Knight Commiſſioner, the Dukeof 
Beavfort, and after him the ſexior Knight Commiſſioner, the Duke of Al- 
bemarle, and laſtly the Prince, who feverally making their Obeyſances, 
placed themſclvesin like mannerunder their refpotiine inns 

The five Knights ſtanding thus under their ſeveral Banners, the two 
Kings of Arms, called Clerencenx and Norroy came down into the Choire, 
and having made their double Reverences, as alſo their Obeyſance to the 
Eldeſt Inſtalled Knight, Prince George, they conducted him up towards the 
Altar, and he having made his uſual Reverences both in the Quire and 
at the firſt ſtep, or Hantpas,kneeled down on one Knee at the u ſtep 
( a Velvet Cuſhion being laid for that purpoſe) and offered' Gold 
and S:lver, two of the Prebends holding a large Gilt Bafin in which 
they received it, making their Reverence to the faid Knight Com- 

anion. 
: Having offered, the ſaid Kings of Arms making their uſual Obeyſan-

Then the two Senior Heralds conducted up the Senior Knight, Com- 
miffioner, the Duke of Albemarle,who offered in like manner and returned 


to hisStall by the ſame way or paſlage as the Prince did to his, the Princes 
being the 4th. and His the 72h. on that fide. | 


Then the two next Heralds conducted up the Junior Knight Commiſſion- 
er, the Duke of Beaufort who offered Gold and Silver in like manner, and 
returned to his Stall being the Eighth Stall on the Soveraign fide by the 
Eaſt Paſſage or Entrance on that fide, making the like Reverences.  -- 

Laſtly two other Heralds or Officers of Arms making their accuſtomed 
Reverences Condudted up the two Junior Inſtalled Knights together (be- 
ing Pairs or Fellows to each other, which the Commiſſioners were not ) 
who making their uſual Obeyſances offered Gold and Silver in manner as - 
aforeſaid, and return'd to their Reſpective Stalls, the Duke of Somerſet to 
the 13th. or loweſt Stall on the Soveraign fide, and the Duke of Northum- 


berland to the 13th. or loweſt Stall on the Princes ſide, each being c 
duced thither by one Officer of Arms, | | _ 


CHAP. Xx. 
The C onclufion. 


HE Offering thus performed, and the Knights remaining in their 

Reſpective Stalls, the Officers of the Order at their peculiar Seat 
or Form, and the Officers of Armsand Poor Knights at the Stepsbefore the 
Altar flanking on each fide, Divine Service proceeded, and ending with 
particular Prayers for the Soveraign and Knights Companions the Bene- 
diction was pronounced. Whereupon 
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Whereupon a V irge1Reverently conducted down the two Preberids 
from the Altar to their own Seats among their Fellows in the Quire. 
Which done, Garter coming from his Form and making hisReverences 
in the Choir, Summon'd down all the Five Knights Companions, viz. the 
two Junior firſt, and then the three other one after another, who after 
their accuſtomed Reverences came and ſtood in the Quire under their Re- 
ſpective Banners. | 

Then the poor Knights deſcended from the Steps before the Altar by ewo 

& two the Junior firſt, and making their joint doubleReverencesin the mid- 
dle of the Quire,proceded out of the Chappel; then the Prebends deſcending 
from their Seats or Stalls into the middle of the Choir, made the like dou- 
ble Reverences jointly, and going out two by two the Junior firſt, follow- 
ed the Poor Knights; Next to them the Heralds deſcended from the Steps 
before the Altar, and making the like double Reverences joyntly in the 
middle of the Quire, followed the Brebends by two and two, the Purſi- 
vants firſt, then the three Officers of the Order making the like Reveren- 
ces followed the Officers of Arms, the Regiſter in' the middle, Garter on 
the Right-hand and the Uſher on the Left, laſtly the five Knights Compa- 
nions in order followed the ſaid Officers after having made their reſpe&ive 
Obeyſance, viz. the Duke of Northumberland and Duke of Somerſet toge- 
ther being Fellows ; Next the Duke of Beaxfort, then the Duke of Albe- 
zale, and laſtly Prince George of Denmark, 

Thus paſling out of the Quire at the great Weſt Door under the Organ, 
they proceeded through theNorth Iſle and fo through the Cloyſters, where 
the Poor Knights and Prebends falling back to the Right and Left, the Of 
ficers of Arms, and Officers of the Order conducted the ſaid Knights to the 
Deans Lodgings, their Trains being held up by the Quiriſters. ; 

And thus the Ceremony ended. | 

To which only it is thought fit to add the Styles of the three New In- 
ſtalled Knights as they are Engraven in French on their Plates ſet up at the 
Back of their reſpeCive Stalls, together with a Scheme of the 26 Stalls as
